‘Action Comes 
‘After Promise 
—_— Of Safe Passage

| BERLIN (7P)—Russian tommy 
| gunners and Soviet sector police 
; kidnapped 19 western sector po- 
| lice today—after the Soviet com- 
|/}mandant had guaranteed them 
safe passage from Berlin’s hesieg- 
,ed city hall. 

| They were taken from a French 
convoy at the Lustgarten, only a 
few blocks from the city hall— 
which is in the Soviet sector of 
this divided, blockaded city. 

As the 19 policemen and a Ger- 
man photographer were tumbled 
into a Russian truck to be hauled 
away a French officer protested 
that the Russians were “pulling 
some funny business’”’ 

“You mean this is a plan double 
cross, don’t you?” asked an Amer- 
ican reporter. 

“Yes’’, snapped the Frenchman, 

The Germans’ release from the 
encircled city hall had been nego- 
tiated by the French. 

United States authorities are 
trying to reach the Russian com- 
mandant, Maj. Gen. Alexander 
Kotikov, to protest the kidnap- 
ping. Official French sources also 
said they would protest. 

Details of the American protest 
were not disclosed. It was ex- 
pected to include denunciation of 
strong-arm tactics of Communist 
rioters in city hall. 

Officials at headquarters of Col. 
Frank L. Howley, U. S. command- 
ant, said he was ‘trying to con- 
tact” his Russian counterpart. 

It was not learned whether this 
would be a joint U. S.-British- 
French action or whether each of 
the three powers would protest 
separately. 

“Tt’s a pretty shabby deal from 
an international viewpoint,” How- 
ley told correspondents, “but the 
American people would be more 
shocked if they hadn't become ac- 
customed to communist conduct 
in the past.. We now seem to have 
reached the pushing-off-the-side- 
walk stage in Berlin.”

VIEWS ON RUSSIA 

WASHINGTON (#) — Secre- 
ary Marshall said today Commun- 
ist attacks on the Berlin city gov- 
ernment were largely intended to 
upset talks of the Big Four mili- 


tary governors on the crisis in 
the Soviet-blockaded capital. 


Marshall said the efforts to dis- 
| rupt these talks must be firmly 
‘resisted. He declined at a news 


| conference to say that any resist- 
panne involves military measures, 

Just before seeing newsmen, the 
Secretary of State received from 
the military high command at the 
Pentagon a detailed account of the 
situation in Germany and in Ber- 
lin,

A few years ago the New York 
Times made a Survey which show- 
ed only 18 per cent of 690 Ameri- 
can colleg2s and universities com- 
pelled their students to take Am- 
érican history.
